Cremer , Who ſubſcribed to Qwcen Maries diſitheriting, AQ 
anainſt his Oath firſt ; and after that, being condemned to be Mo 
Gon for an Heretich, mpon the (ollicitation of ſome Frieys Vc 
and ethers, Who aſſured him', that if he recanted his former Le 
Tenents againſt the Papiſts, he ſhould not onely [ave his life, 
of which elſe there was no hopes , but likewiſe be reſtored ts 
the Queens favour and his former honours , Was induced to 
ſubſcribe ſuch a Recantation as they renderedhim, ( to the 
great ſcandal of Religion,and triumph of the Papiſts Jand af- 
ter that, to Write and ſwb[cribe two Copies thereof, With his 
ms hand. For which Subſcriprion , he wis fo 7rieved and 
tormented in Conſtience, that the imaze and ſhape of perfeft 
ſorrow appearea 1n his countenance , avd lometimes he lifted 
his hands to heaven for pardon, an1 ſometimes let thera 
fel down to earth for ſhame and anguiſh ; the tears in the 
mean time guſhing out from his eyes [0 abnndantly, trickling 
down his aved cheeks,that men never (aw (0 many tears inany 
childe, as burſt out in him, Which moved all mens hearts 10 
commiſeration, When he came to ſpeak to the people, te 
exerted them, T hat next nuder Got they ſBould obey t5ecr
